Birmingham Statesman Urges 
Public Support of Tariff 
Reform 



LONDON. Dec. 17. -Right. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain and Mr. Lloyd- 
George aro face to face In print to- 
day. While Mr. Chamberlain writes 
from an Invalid couch amid the calm 
of his Birmingham home, or rather 
dictates, with slow utterances, to Ills 
wife, who Is always at his side, Mr. 
Lloyd-George speaks to crowded, al- 
most hysterically enthusiastic demon- 
strations of free churchmen. The 
piquancy of the situation is Increased 
by the fact that Mr. Chamberlain is 
himself a lifelong Unitarian, and has 
been a foremost tighter on the side of 
the free churches. His bitterest early 
speeches were against the established 
church, and it is his former place In 
front of the free church fighting army 
that Lloyd-George now occupies. 

The Unionist answer to Lloyd- 
George's high political talk is quietly 
put by the Times, which says: "Mr. 
Lloyd-George having been for a long 
time in Parliament, and having be- 
come a member of a government of 
the Empire, has had every opportunity 
to enlarge his ideas and extend his 
outlook. Yet his heart Is still in the 
parochial disputes of his early days. A 
stranger to our political methods might 
suppose that nonconformists are serfs 
who have no rights in the eyes of the 
law and are struggling for recognition 
ns citizens. AVe all know that in all 
ordinary affairs of life nobody knows 
or cares whether a man Is a noncon- 
formist or a churchman, so long as ho 
Is an honest and well-mannered citi- 
zen. 

"When we get to the kernel of Mr. 
Lloyd-George's rhetoric, we find he has 
nothing in his mind except the question 
who Is to manage parisli schools in iv 
very limited sphere of management 
that is left to local authorities by the 
education department. On both sides 
sober-minded people are striving to 
understand one another and to ap- 
proach a settlement of the difficulty 
in a spirit of Christian charity Instead 
of sectarian bitterness." 

Mr. Chamberlain takes the situation 
calmly. His view, expressed in private 
conversation, is that "this Lords cry Is 
the stalest of red herrings, which will 
not divert a majority of the quiet, 
commonsense Englishmen from their 
continuous demand at bye-elections for 
four years past for tariff reform." 

In hia published manifesto he says: 
"The House or Commons, if entirely 
uncontrolled, could be a great danger. 
It would be much worse than the 
House of Lords, which, just because 
it Is a hereditary chamber, must de- 
pend for its whole influence on Us suc- 
cess in interpreting the true mind of 
the people. 

"The time has surely come for a 
tariff policy which would promote 
British trade and welfare Instead of 
a budget policy which in every re- 
spect would surrender our interests 
and security to foreign rivals. 

"It is better to abolish Cobdenism 
and not the constitution, to pull down 
free Imports and foreign privileges In 
our markets, and not the second cham- 
ber, whose only offense is in giving the. 
nation a chance to speak for itself. Let 
the workers defend their work and 
stand by the peers, who in this case 
are standing by them.' 

It was announced today that Premier 
Asquith has been called from his cam- 
paign work by the serious illness of 
his daughter, Miss Violet, caused by 
the death of her fiance, Hon. Archi- 
bald Gordon, son of Lord Aberdeen. 
For many days Mr. Gordon's life has 
been hanging in the balance, and Miss 
Asquith has been torn by anxiety. She 
is now prostrated by grief, and her 
condition is reported as very serious. 
The circumstances have combined to 
secure for the poet Watson much un-' 
nopularlty because of his bitter Verses 
on "The Woman With a Serpent's 
Tongue." 



IS FLE TCHER SNEAD ' 

Man Found in St. Catherines Admits 
Being Husband of Bath- 
tub Tragedy 



ST. C AT H A R 1 r-7 E S , Ont., Dec. 17.— 
A man who says he Is Fletcher Snead, 
the bathtub murder victim, was located 
here last night. Ho is known here as 
John Lucas, and is engaged as a dish 
washer at the Now Murray hotel. He 
has been here since the disappearance 
of Snead. 

George Smith, clerk in the hotel 
where Lucas Is employed, said he be- 
lieved Lucas to be the missing Snead. 
Smith first conceived his suspicions 
when he found several towels, of good 
quality In Lucas' room bearing the 
name "Snead" In the corner of each. 
Next day the name had been cut from 
the linen. 

Lucas at first declined to speak, hut 
upon being pressed, llnally admitted 
thai, he really Is Fletcher Snead. "I 
have been here since March last," he 
said, "coming direct, or almost so, from 
New York. I will say nothing as to 
why I left the city. I had strictly 
private means." 

When asked concerning the houso 
wherein his wife died he asked "what 
house?" 

"1 he one named the house of mys- 
tery, in Last Orange, N.J. 

"I know nothing about it. I never 
wea in Hast Orange in my life. 1 do 
not know how my wife died. I could 
offer no explanation as to any suicide, 
but I am convinced beyond doubt, for 
reason!, of my own, that she was not 
murdered." 

When asked if. ho would return to 
New York and go to East Orange, he 
said ho woul.l not, and added: "I In- 
tend to stay right hero in St. Cath-, 
arines" 

He also admitted that his wife was 
the daughter of the woman, Mrs. Mar- 
tin, now being held for her death. 

To Be Sent to Asylum 

CHATHAM, Ont.. Dec. 17.— Mrs. 
Mary Rumble, the Chatham township 
dynamiter, will be sent to the provin- 
cial asylum, provided room can be 
found for her. Medical experts have 
certified that she is suffering from par- 
tial paresis, likely to become general, 
unci has a dangerous mania against the 
Humble family. 




Fiery Chancellor Makes Re- 
markable Speech at Lon- 
don Meeting - 



TORONTO, Dec. 17.— Stewart Lyon, 
news editor of the Globe, who is rep- 
resenting that paper in Great Britain 
Curing the present political campaign, 
cables the following: 

Lloyd-George, who was the principal 
speaker at the great meeting of men 
r-i the free churches held last night, 
fired the heather against the Lords 
Ho characterized them as a "packed 
jury." There were, he pointed out, 
only two or three nonconformists in 
the House of Lords and he added: 
"•There aro more pagans there than 
free churchmen.' 

With the nerve and fire that dis- 
tinguishes him ho appealed to men of 
the free churches by the memory of 
their Puritan ancestors to take their 
places In the forefront of the battle 
between the Lords and the people. He 
declared amidst a scene of intense en- 
thusiasm that if the men of England 
were free today to enter any church 
they wished, it was becauso the lin- 
tels and doorposts were stained with 
the blood of nonconformists of other 
da ys. 

It was a remarkable speech on a re- 
markable occasion, and created a pro- 
found impression. 

To one accustomed to Canadian poli- 
tical gatherings a striking feature of 
the meeting was that it opened with 
prayer and the singing of a hymn With 
the chorus: "God is with us. God Is 
with us, Christ our Lord shall rule; as 
J<ing." 

The Lords continued their campaign 
against the budget with unabated 
vigor. A now phrase, "eyeglass poll- 
tics." has been invented to designate 
their meetings.

Belgian People Pay Tribute to 
Memory of the Departed 
Monarch 



MAY BE DISPUTE 

OVER HIS ESTATE 



Legal Position of Morganatic 
Wife and Her Two 
Children 



BRUSSELS, Dec. 17.— The entire 
kingdom of Belgium mourns Its de- 
parted ruler, Leopold II. Courts, 
schools and theatres are closed. Par- 
liament, and the municipal council have 
adjourned, and flags are at half mast 
in every city, town and village. Under 
the constitution the affairs of the na- 
tion are in the control of the cabinet 
until Prince Albert takes the oath of 
succession next Tuesday, the day fol- 
lowing the funeral of his uncle. 

An official decree today lauds King 
Leopold's career and declares that his 
creation of the Congo Independent 
State was an act unique In tho annals 
of history. ' "Posterity will Judge 
Leopold a great King with a grand 
reign," it says. Tho body of Leopold 
remains in the mortuary chamber of 
the Palms. Tomorrow evening It will 
bo removed to the palace in Brussels. 

The iilllng of the will of King Leo- 
pold today shows that lie divided 
$3,000,000 among his three daughters, 
Princess Louise, Princess Stephanie 
and Princess Clementine. This practi- 
cal disinheritance of his children signi- 
fies the launching of a gigantic legal 
fight to obtain the King's wealth simi- 
lar to that which onsued at the death 
of their mother, Quoon Henrietta. 

The actual amount of Leopold's for- 
tune probably never will be revealed. 
It is reported that a considerable 
amount has been turned over to 
Baroness Vaughn and her children, and 
that the King had created a stock com- 
pany of Ills estates in order to forestall 
a possible raid upon them by the 
Princesses Louis and Stephanie or 
their creditor's. Senator Winer said 
that perhaps later a considerable por- 
tion of his estate would be handed 
over to Belgium. Tho Princess 
Clementine, aside from the bequest she 
will receive. Is provided for by a spe- 
cial income from Congo properties. 

Investigation shows that tho rights 
of succession to the throne of a child 
of the King by the Baroness Vaughn 
are not worthy of serious attention. It 
is pointed out by Senator Winer that 
if there was only c religious, ceremony 
the laws of the kingdom would pre- 
vent the accession of a child of such 
a union. The senator, however, does 
not believe there was a religious mar- 
riage. 

If It is established that the Baroness 
Vaughn is of foreign birth she will 
probably be expelled from Belgium, like 
the favorite of Leopold I, the Baroness 
Mayer, whoso house wns attacked and 
destroyed by a mob after the King's 
death. 

Rumored Expulsion f 

PARIS, Dec. 17. — A special from 
Brussels says that Baroness Vaughn, 
tho morganatic wife of King Leopold, 
has been ' expelled already from Bel- 
gium. 

Tho Matin today says: "Baroness 
Vaughn was born Caroline Lacroix, 
and was tho daughter of the house 
porter at the French legation in Buda- 
pest. The man who was known as 
Baron Vaughn was In reality a French 
sub-officer named Durleux. Leopold 
first met tho woman at Ostend. Fol- 
lowing her acquaintance with the King 
she was the mother of two children, 
Lucien, the Duke of Tervkeren, now 
aged live years, who was born at VII- 
lefranche, and Phillippe, Count of 
Ravenstein, who was born at Balin 
Court three years ago." 

The Vatican is reported to have con- 
firmed the marriage a year ago of 
King Leopold and Baroness Vaughn.

Dangerous Acetylene. 

PARRY SOUND, Ont., Dec. 17.— The 
coroner's jury Investigating the cause 
of the deaths of Fireman James ICelr, 
who was killed outright, and .Superin- 
tendent Jones, who died from Injuries 
as a result of the explosion of an 
acetylene gas machine at tin; marine 
department here, brought In a verdict 
last night that the explosion was' clue 
to negligence on the part of some per- 
sons connected with tho manufacture of 
gas at the factory where tho explosion 
occurred. The jury were also of tho 
opinion that no persons not expert in 
tho mnnufactUro Of such dangerous gas 
should be allowed to give orders as to 
when the gas should be made, 



WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.— The pass- 
ing ot Zelaya as the dominant tnflu- 
c-iice for evil In Central America unrt 
especially in Nicaragua, is regarded 
iwe as a long step in the direction of 
better things. The frequent mention, 
however, of the .name of Mudriz us his 
possible successor in the office of 
president of Nicaragua is not received 
with favor in official circles in Wash- 
ington. The very fact that Madriz is 
reported to bo Zelaya's one candidate 
pro-supposes . an understanding by 
which, in the event ot the latter's suc- 
cession to the presidency, tho great 
monopolies now controlled by Zelaya 
would be protected. Tho sending of 
wnrships to command both the Atlan- 
tic and the Pacific ports of Nicaragua, 
with tlie view of protecting the per- 
sons and the property of Americana, 
has had the effect of stimulating the 
revolutionists to more energetic action, 
and at tho same time has resulted In 
a measure in disheartening Zelaya's 
supporters. 

The published statement from Ze- 
laya, tho retiring president of Nicar- 
agua, to the effect that on December 4 
In a telegram to Secretary of Statu 
Knox ho suggested, that an American 
commission be appointed to visit Ni- 
caragua, and stating that if the find- 
ings of that commission should show 
his administration to bo detrimental 
to Central American he would resign, 
is regarded hero as one of many mis- 
statements by htm. It was officially 
announced at the slate department to- 
day that no such telegram ever was 
received from President Zelaya, , and 
that the strong inference is that none 
was sent. 

The presence of the Mexican gunboat 
General Gulrrero at Corinto had 
aroused in official circles here an in- 
terest as to her exact mission in Nl- 
cavaguan waters. This is stimulated 
by the fact that Mexicans and Mexican 
Interests are not thought to be in tho 
least imperilled by events in Nicar- 
agua, and the question naturally arises 
as to whether or not her real mission 
is not to furnish an easy way for the 
retiring president to leave the country. 
No one in an official position here is 
willing to say that such an act would 
be In itself an unfriendly one to the 
United States, but on the other hand 
the opinion seems to be general that 
it could not by any possibility be re- 
garded as a friendly act. Develop- 
ments in this direction are awaited 
with Interest here. 

The U. S. auxiliary cruiser Buffalo, 
now at Panama with 700 marines, has 
been ordered to sail at once for Corin- 
to. This action was taken today as the 
result of a telegram received from the 
U. S. consul at Managua, In which it 
was stated that citizens of the United 
States residing in that city have ap- 
pealed to the consulate for protection. 
Zelayan adherents, It was added, were 
armed with daggers, and the refer- 
ences which the president made to 
Americans in his message of resigna- 
tion have made the Americans in Man- 
agua feel ill at ease. 

Another telegram states that it Is 
rumored in Managua that when Ma- 
drlz arrives tomorrow Zelaya will for- 
i mally surrender his office to the Na- 
tional Assembly and that body has 
already received instructions from Ze- 
laya to cast Its vote for Irlas as presi- 
dent. This rumor was at variance 
with the understanding hero that Ma- 
drlz would receive the support of Ze- 
laya and of his faction. Both Irlas and 
Madriz have long been regarded as Ze- 
laya's willing tools, and by the elec- 
tion of either it is believed Zelaya 
could continue dominating the situa- 
tion. 

The 700 marines taken to Corinto by 
the Buffalo will be placed under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Kimball, who 
went to Panama on the Dixie. He will 
also take command of the Albany, 
York town, Vlcksburg and the collier 
Saturn, which are already at Corinto, 
and the Princeton, which is expected 
to an ivc tonight. 

Americans at Bluefiolds 

COLON, Dec. 17.— Commander F. L. 
Sandez, commanding the U.S.S. Eagle, 
Is under orders to proceed to Blue- 
fields. The Marietta is still here. Tho 
Dixie sailed this evening for Phila- 
delphia. 

BLUEFIEliDS, Nicaragua, Dec. 17. — 
The American grip on Bluefiolds was 
tlg/htened today, when Commander' 
Shipley, of the cruiser Dos Moines, on 
the authority of Roar Admiral Kim- 
ball, commander of tho U.S. forces in 
Nicaragua, issued a proclamation 
formally stating that no fighting would 
be allowed at Bluefiolds.

Learn to Shoot Straight. 

While every address was listened to 
by the youths with attention. that 
which roused them most was delivered 
by Col. Peters, district officer com- 
manding.

•notice. The time might- come when 
learning would not stand them In as 
id stead as the ability to shoot and 
shoot straight, Not enough atten- 
tion was devoted to the development of 
strong and capable cadet corps in 
Canada. This didn't apply, however, 
so much to British Columbia and he 
was very much pleased to be in a po- 
sition to unalce this assertion. Hut he 
wished to impress on the uniformed 
lads that their duty did not end In the 
learning of drill, the acquirement of 
proficiency In marching, or of a thor- 
ough theoretical knowledge of infantry 
movements. They must learn how to 
handle their rides with good effect. It 
was not without the bounds of possi- 
bility by any means that they would 
find themselves in duty bound to 
shoulder suns and go to the front to 
defend the grand country that was 
their heritage against a common 
enemy. 

High Ideals. 

Rev. W. W. Bolton, warden of the 
school, introduced the proceedings with 
hort speech In which he recounted 
I the school's history, telling of Its In- 
Iceptlon; the progress made since the 
portals were thrown open for the 1*1- 
inittance of youths In search of physi- 
cal and mental development, and terse- 
ly outlining the Ideals in the minds of 
those in charge of the institution in 
respect to those boys who came to 
them for education, for the receiving 
of that armor necessary to equip them 
for the battle each individual had to 
wage in the world. The school was in- 
tended to Mil a long felt want In the 
Canadian West. The ambition was to 
make it the recognized western edu- 
cational seat. If the progress already 
made in that direction could be ac- 
cepted as a criterion of what was to 
follow he felt that the goal be set up 
was not doomed to prove an Idle dream.

While on th'e subject lie requested 
permission to diverge a little to show 
those present that what had been 
enumerated was not the full extent 
of the athletic side of the young men's 
lives. Boxing and fencing woro taught 
by Sergt. Aide. His classes were on?e 
of the features of the gymnasium and 
thus far, hud attracted the lads gratl- 
fylngly.

PARTY NAMES 

He whom we call a Liberal might 
very often' just as well lie called a 
Conservative, and vice versa, and In 
some cases even more so. Liberalism 
has been defined as a recognition of 
the needs of social and national evo- 
lution and a courageous attempt to 
meet them, and this meets the case 
very well. But if we test Canadian 
polities by the application of this defi- 
nition, we shall find it very difficult 
to decide which parly is which. His- 
torically Liberalism In Canada had its 
origin in the demand of the people for 
responsible government. In Ontario 
the early Liberals called themselves 
Reformers; In New Brunswick they 
were called Radicals; In Nova Scotia 
the. term Liberals was in common use. 
What was meant by Liberalism and 
Conservatism was plain enough in 
those days. The Liberals demanded 
representative institutions In their 
fullest development; the Conservatives 
wished to continue the existing order 
rtfthfngs. To the "Conservatives, -the 
Liberals wcrcf little short of rebels; 
to the Liberals, the Conservatives 
Were the representatives of tyranny. 
When once responsible government 
had been granted, the distinction be- 
tween the two parties began to dis- 
appear rapidly, until there was vir- 
tually no difference between them, ex- 
cept such survivals of personal hos- 
tility as had been engendered In the 
heat of conflict, and the remnant of 
class distinction Which survived tho 
general levellhg-up process through 
which tho British North American 
provinces had passed. And thus mat- 
ters stood at the time of Confedera- 
tion. 

Then there came a new demarcation 
of parties, for the country was divid- 
ed between those who favored tho 
union and those who opposed it. This 
issue obliterated the old lines. The 
opponents of Confederation were com- 
posed or the Conservatives, who were 
opposed to any change, and the Lib- 
erals who were hostile tp what they 
believed would be a surrender of pro- 
vincial rights. It Is a mistake to say, 
as some people do. thai the Conserva- 
tives carried Confederation. In On- 
tario and Quebec It was brought about 
by a coalition cf the two parties; in 
New Brunswick it was carried by the 
Liberal party, and In Nova Scotia a 
Conservative government agreed to 
the terms of union without consulting 
the people. When Sir .John Macdon- 
ald formed his first administration, lie 
included in it both Liberals and Con- 
servatives, and thus was formed what 
up to a short time ago was called the 
Liberal-Conservative party. An im- 
position speedily ' developed In tho 
First Parliament, and It was composed 
of representatives of the Ontario Re- 
formers, of the Rouge party In Que- 
bec, and of tho anti-Confederates of 
j\ r cw Brunswick and Nova Scotia, and 
so tilings continued, neither party ho- 
ling very much solidified, until the 
Pacific Scandal, which brought tho 
Liberals into power. This, which was 
the first Issue In Dominion politics, 
was largely of a personal nature,, and 
jnanfeatly it was not a question upon 
■which parties could long remain di- 
vided. At the next general election 
Sir John Macdonald developed what 
tamo to he known as the National 
Policy, and thereby a square issue was 
presented upon which parties could 
take sides. Tho Liberals claimed to 
lio Free Traders up to the time they 
came into power, and there was a 
semblance of a distinction between the 
two parties on a great principle; but 
that has now disappeared and tho 
tariff bus to all intents and purposes 
dropped out of politics. Subordinate 
.issues have arisen, but they wor.i of 
necessity only temporary hi their na- 
ture. Tho future historian will not 
fail to direct attention to the fact that 
he greatest fight put up by the Lib- 
orals in Opposition against the Con- 
Korvativc , was over the Canadian Pa-, 
ciflc Railway," and that tho greatest 
fight put up by the Conservatives In 
Opposition was against the Liberals 
was over the Grund Trunk 'Pacific 



Railway; nnd ho may say that, tested 
by\the definition above given, tho Lib- 
erals opposed tho Conservatives when 
they were tho most Liberal, and ho 
may add that the Conservatives op- 
posed tho Liberals when they were 
following the greatest precedent set 
by the Conservatives. Recently an- 
other great question has arisen in 
Canadian public life, namely that of 
naval defence, and such differences of 
opinion as exist in regard thereto are 
irrespective of party lines. 
• This brief . and necessarily incom- 
plete review shows how little there is 
to be. inferred from party names in 
Canada. The very great majority of 
the people arc Liberals, if the defini- 
tion given of Liberalism above Is cor- 
rect, for we all endeavor to recognize 
the needs of social and national evolu- 
tion and aim to meet them. Tho dif- 
ferences between the two parties are 
largely a matter of personal sympathy, 
coupled with a traditional preference 
for ono name or tho other. To some 
extent there are differences oyer 
qustlons of administration; hut so far 
as tho principles that ought to under- 
lie the government of a country thera 
are not two parties, but only one, 
unless we recognize the Socialists as 
a political party. There is looming 
up a question upon which there may 
bo a broad distinction by and bye, 
although it may pass away after a 
compromise ground has been reached, 
and that is the question of provincial 
rights. We do not now mean such 
rights to better terms, or to the con- 
trol of die fisheries as are advanced 
by this province; for these are local in 
their nature; but the broader ques- 
tions Involved in tho interpretation of 
the British North America Act. j At 
present the Indications are that the 
Liberals from the necessity of their 
position, may find themselves forced 
to espouse the cause of the Dominion 
as against the provinces, and tho fact 
that the Conservatives are in power 
in several of the provinces may make 
Conservative premiers the most activa 
champions of provincial rights. But 
it is premature to attempt to fore- 
cast what niay happen in this connec- 
tion. Apart from that these differ- 
ences, in fundamental principle be- 
tween the two parties is microscopic. 

BUSYBODIES 



Some one has complained that the 
Chief of the Fire Department drives 
his horse to a fire as though ho meant 
to get there in the quickest possible 
time, and tho S.C.P.A. Is going to In- 
vestigate it, unless common sense pro- 
vails. We understand that the Chief's 
offence consists principally that he 
uses the whip. The Chief is clearly 
wrong. He ought to take Ills horse 
out into the backyard, when the lire 
alarm rings, and explain to it the need 
of getting to the scene as quickly as 
possible. He should tell the horse that 
if he is late in getting there tho fire 
may make headway and valuable prop- 
erty may bo destroyed. He also ought 
to explain to the intelligent animal 
that, if lie sirikes it with the whip, 
some ono wiio would like to see an- 
other Chief in his place, may lay a 
complaint against him and put him to 
such Indignity that he will have to re- 
sign his office in order to preserve Ills 
self-respect. Perhaps the horse will 
appreciate the situation and proceed 
to tho lire without urging with such 
a degree of speed as may lie satis- 
factory tf> some busybody, who hap- 
pens to be looking on. Perhaps the 
horse may say, he probably would say 
it, not being an ass: "You are the 
Boss, and it's your business to get 
mo to the fire in as short a time as 
my legs will take me there." 

Just a word about those people, who 
undertake to say When anil to what 
extent- other people shall use the whip 
on their horses. There are times 
when the use of the whip is absolutely 
necessary and the best, judge of the 
necessity is the man who Is holding 
(lie reins in ninety-nine eases out of 
a hundred. The S.P.C.A. will make 
itself ridiculous and completely destroy 
its usefulness if it is going to Inter- 
fere with the exercise of legitimate 
judgment by people. There is a wide 
difference between cruelty and dis- 
cipline. What a man must do in the 
discharge of a duty may be severe, but 
it cannot bo called cruel. There is 
more cruelty In hitching a horse to a 
post on a windy corner and letting 
him stand there than there is in giv- 
ing him the whip when lie needs il. 
We hope the publh has heard the last 
of the complaint against the Fire 
Chief. 

Speaking of cruelty, the ease of Mr. 
Donegan's cows it is to lie hoped Is not 
to be taken as a criterion of the man- 
ner in which animals locked up in tho 
Pound are ireated; and In regard to 
the impounding of cattle, it occurs to 
us that there Is room for tho. exorcise 
Of a wise discretion. A case came to 
flu- notice of the Colonist where a 
horse was Impounded. Its owner had 
tied it to a fence, while he went Into 
the house I'm- a moment, lie was 
leading it from the barn to !lie past- 
ure. When he came out the horse was 
gone and some hours later ho learned 
he was in the Bound, and had to pay 
$2 to get it released. The Bound- 
keeper justilied his action by saying 
that tho horse was eating grass and he 
supposed bad been left there to feed. 
This happened some time ago, but 
other cases equally inexcusable have 
happened since. On the other hand it 
is right to say that the present pound- 
keeper has been known to drive cattle 
Into a pasture from which lie knew 
they bad escaped, a very sensible and 
kindly act on his part. But speaking 
generally and in view of the fact that 
in almost every caso cattle running at 
large In defiance of the pound bylaw 
are doing so through no fault of tho 
owner, the pouiidkccper ought to be 
Instructed to use u , reasonable dis- 



cretion before exercising his powers. 
As to tho right of any one to assess 
damages against the owner of cattle 
running at largo without giving hiir> 
im opportunity -to' be heard, wo think 
there can hardly bo two questions. 

C. N. R.° PLANS. 

Everything relating to the Canadian 
Northern is of special interest to Brit- 
ish Columbians at tin; present time, 
and therefore Mr. D. D. Mann's state- 
ment that steamships will be put upon 
the -Pacific before the completion of 
the railway is welcome news. An ad- 
ditional piece of information is con- 
tained in tho following, which we clip 
from the Reglna Standard: 

Changes of considerable importance 
to Reglna are contemplated in the 
liians of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way us a result of the visit last week 
of M. H. McLeod, general manager of 
tho line. Not the least of these chan- 
ges Is the decision of the company to 
build from Reglna to Moose Jaw,,thus 
giving the C. P. R. city a competing 
lino to the capital, and direct compe- 
tition with the C. P. R. Another im- 
portant foaturo, In connection with 
which a change is being made ' Is in 
regard to the line from Regina to Ed- 
monton and the diversion of the Goose 
La.ko lino from Saskatoon to Calgary, 
Reglna will have a new direct line to 
Moose Jaw, the same length of the 
present C. P. R. line; the lino to the 
Goose Lake country, which was to have 
gone out as far as Chamberlain on the 
present Reglna and Prince Albert 
tracks, will start witli its own steei 
from Regina. The present Goose Lake 
lino and Its proposed extension to Cal- 
gary will be diverted to lessen the dis- 
tance, and the connecting link with 
■Regina will be extended on from the 
junction witli the Goose Lake lino to 
Edmonton. This means practically a 
new direct line between Regina and 
Moose Jaw, Regina and Calgary, and 
Regina and Edmonton. The Reglna- 
Calgary line will be 59 miles shorter 
than the present C. P. R., and the Re- 
gina-Calgary line wiil, 0>f course, ma- 
terially lesson the distance between 
the two cities as it is figured by the 
two existing rail routes. 

North and west from Regina there 
will be one line, running through the 
Fairville ana Cottonwood district and 
giving railway facilities to that sec- 
tion of the country. About equl-dis- 
tant between .Mouse Jaw and Lums- 
den there will lie a. junction. The 
branch will he cut 'ill' to the south ami 
west, going to .Moose Jaw city; anil 
the main line will be continued on 
westward and more northerly. The 
present Goose Lake line will be struck 
west of Zealandla about 150 miles, 
where another junction will be ef- 
fected. 

The Goose Lake line as projected 
into Calgary makes a big swing north- 
ward to cross the Red Deer river. It 
is proposed to change tho location of 
the survey and to straighten the Goose 
Lake line to Calgary out materially. 
Tho main line from Regina to Calgary 
will thus be formed and it is expected 
that it will be 50 miles shorter than 
the present C. P. R. line which bulges 
away to the south of tho province. 

The line connecting the two capitals 
is another of importance. From tho 
point of junction with tho Goose Luke 
line, tho itegina extension will run al- 
most due northwest and will strllfe 
Edmonton and Stratheona. This will 
Hive Itegina direct rail connection with 
the Alberta city without a change of 
cars, and should prove to be a great 
boon to this place. 

The provincial government wdll back 
the security of the Canadian Northern 
and bills having that effect will be In- 
troduced in the Saskatchewan legisla- 
ture In a few days. Last year tho 
bonds of the line were guaranteed on 
the understanding that It would branch 
off at a point about .",0 miles north of 
Reglna and this year a change will bo 
required,

Shorter Hours For Workers in 
the Kingdom of the 
Mikado 



A factory Ia,w for Japan will ho 
enacted at the forthcoming; session 
of the Diet according to advices re- 
ceived today by the steamer 'Mont- 
eagle which brought draft copies of 
the proposed law, a law prepared 
seven years ago, being first muted 
in 1S90. • 

The clauses of the proposed law 
throw interesting sidelights on the 
position of the factory worker of Ja- 
pan. The bill, framed with consider- 
ation of the owner and worker — so 
the -preamble Kays — making provis- 
ion regarding the construction and ar- 
rangement of factories, ages, working 
hours and general treatment of em- 
ployees. It provides, too, for com- 
pensation for those killed or Injured, 
in which connection the story of ho»'v 
a mutch factory In the south recently 
rewarded the bravery of a girl em- 
ployee which cost her life by giving 
five dollars to her family is o£ in- 
terest. 

Some Provisions. 

The law as outlined gives a wide 
latitude, enforcement being left to lo- 
cal governors. "It Is prohibited to 
employ children under 12 years of age 
of either sex owing to considerations 
of education and health; but appren- 
tices under the age of twelve already 
employed may be retained In order 
not to disturb the existing condition 
of the factories. In special circum- 
stances the administrative authorities 
are authorized to give permission to 
factories to employ children above 
10 years of age." Yet factory owners 
arc making protest and deputations 
are going to Tokyo to lobby against 
the proposed law. 

Xo general restriction is placed on 
the number of working hours of the 
factory employees, but the govern- 
ment is authorized, when deemed 
necessary, to restrict the hours, of 
labor for boys or girls tinder 10 years 
and women by means of an Imperial 
ordinance, exception being made In 
eases of national calamity or other 
special circumstances demanding a 
temporary prolongation of working 
hours. Girls- over 14 years of age ami 
hoys of similar years are no longer to 
bo permitted to ,wurk together. To 
the younger employees, to all under 
the ripe ago of 16 years of age, hoys 
or girls, must not ho worked more 
than 12 hours a day. If worked ten 
hours they must have 45 minutes rest 
during that time, and if worked ever 
ten hours an hour must he given 
them. Children under the age of I t 
years will not ho permitted to work 
through the night. Invalids may not 
be worked the full ten hours. For in- 
fraction of the law factory owners 
will be liable to fines to a maximum 
of S300. •

factory law. The plaint of the match 
factory owners Is that their ' employ- 
ees aro mostly children, usually over 
thirty per cent of each plant being 
of tender age, many lads, scarcely 
more than babies work beside their 
mothers in match factories. The Os- 
aka Malnlclli of Osaka says the glass 
factories of that city,' 195 in number, 
will be seriously affected by the nr,v 
jaw. The factories making glass in 
that city alone employ 4»1'16. employees 
of whom 2~>0 aro young apprentices, 
and of these 1,250 arc under 12 years 
of, age. By an arrangement with 
the 'Gld'ssworkers Guild the factories 
have been' unable to work their em- 
ployees more than twelve hours a 
day for some time. 

Mr. Wada, manager of the FUJI 
Spinning company, 1 speaks cynically 
regarding the proposed labor law a:; 
not going Tar enough. His factory, 
he said, employes no operators under 
10 years of age ,and allows four days 
rest each month Instead of the two 
prescribed by the proposed law. .As 
for restricting the working day to 
twelve hours nature does that. 
Brothers to the Ox. 

When all is said and done Japanese 
industrialism is a soulless machine, 
and ^workers in the Mikado's land arc 
in effect "brother of the ox." Their 
men toil in the shafts of carts pull- 
ing loads instead of horses at wages 
scarcely enough to provido food. AVo- 
mnn, being the cheapest vassal, suf- 
fers most. With her babe on her 
baclc, she will carry baskets of coal 
to the bunkers of steamers, toll with 
her husband, yolked together in the 
shafts of a. freight cart. Of the 720,- 
000 factory workers of Japan the 
number of women and girls total no 
loss than ^70,000. The wages of the 
worker are small. In Tokyo, where 
higher wages are probably paid than 
elsewhere in Japan, a carpenter gets 
but 50 cents a day, a bootmaker 25 
cents, a laborer 20 cents. Men and 
women may In; seen toiling together, 
carrying bricks to scaffolds, toiling 
at pile drivers by the canal side, and 
all for a wage of from 15 to 20 cents 
a day. A bricklayer, whose fejltyv 
workers are paid $5 a day on tins con- 
tinent gets 45 cents per day in Japan. 
Stone cutters, whose daily wage here 
is %4.~i0 gets 32 cents. Coal miners 
toil deep in the mines for 21 cents a 
day. The government factories offer 
no better to the worker than the pri- 
vate concerns. In (ho tobacco fac- 
tories of the government where scores 
of young girls are rolling cigarettes 
the wages range from to 12 cents 
a day. The government pays its work 
ers in the printing snops from 15 to 
25 cents a day for the men and 12 to 
13 cents per day for the women. 
Socialism On Increase. 

Labor troubles are growing and so- 
cialism Is on the increase. Two years 
ugO there were groat strikes hi the 
copper and coal mines, rioters damag- 
ing thousands of dollars worth of 
property, Yet wages are on the in- 
crease lu Japan. True, foodstuffs, etc., 
have increased in price to a greater 
extent; but pwages are on the in- 
crease. The statistics issued by the 
Japanese government in the Finan- 
cial and Economic Annual state that 
the daily wage of a farm laborer, the 
coolie who toils waist-deep in the 
oo/.e at the rice fields, has risen from 
IS 1-2 sen (8.4-4 cents) in 1SU5 to 34 
sen of 17 cents at the present time. 
In nearly all of 55 kinds of labor there 
has been an increase of a hundred per 
cent lu the fourteen years from 1895 
to date. .Meanwhile the advance in 
the price of rice, barley, wheat, salt, 
etc.. of all the staples that man, and 
woman loo, requires fur food, has 
been fully 125 per cent. 

To lighten the labor of the child 
worker lu the factories, though I he 
members of the Diet are to consider 
the new factory law which provides 
that these children may not be work- 
ed more than twelve hours a day and 
must be at least 12 years of age. here- 
after, when they are called to the toil.

McGill Board Would Lengthen the 
College Term. 

Longer sessions at McGill art' recom- 
mended by the Board or Governors of 
the Montreal institution. Such, of 
course, would affect students con- 
tinuing tlie courses when hen., and In 
Vancouver at the parent institution. 
A serious discussion of the advisa- 
j billty of increasing the length of the 
' session in all the faculties of McGill 
to eight months is a feature of the 
annual report of the Board of Go%-er- 
nors, which was adopted. For the 
present session lectures opened on 
October 1 and will run to May, a 
period ofinbout seven months. 

"It is the opinion of tin- principal 
of the University that in most depart- 
ments of work the session should lie 
extended, as soon as nitty be practica- 
ble, so as to secure an addition to 
the existing period of lectures," says 
the report. "This does not mean 
more lectures, but lectures distributed 
over a longer teaching session. An 
eight-months session in till the facul- 
ties, with a break at Christmas and 
Easter, would enable the University 
to go forward with a united front as 
one homogeneous whole. Such an ex- 
tension would undoubtedly add to the 
efficiency of the teaching, and though 
some students might be drawn away 
to centres where the courses are short- 
er the gain in standards of attain- 
ment would probably counterbalance 
any contingent loss In numbers."

PRINCE CUPID 
IS DISINHERITED 



Ex-Queen of Hawaii Cuts Off 
Nephew Who Expected to 
Get Estate in Will 





Advlcos were received by the 
steamer Aorangi from Honolulu that 
by ex-Queen Lilluokalanl's last deed 
to A. S. Clcghorn, W. O. Smith and 
Curtis P. laukea, Jonah Kalanianaole, 
the Queen's nephew and delegate to 
Congress from Hawaii, who has (or, 
years expected to inherit the bulk of 
the Queen's estate, is cut off without 
a cent. 

The filing of this trust deed was the 
first intimation that there is trouble 
between tho Queen and Prince Cupid, 
as Kalanianaole is commonly called 
here. It has been anticipated that 
Cupid would succeed to the ownership 
of the greater part of the' estate, and 
so confident was the Prince of this fact 
that his debts have accumulated rapid- 
ly as the Queen aged. Now his hopes 
and those of his creditors are blasted. 
He gets absolutely nothing. 

John Aimoku, the Queen's ward and 
stepson, tho son of her deceased hus- 
band, John O. Domlnls, is made the 
principal heir, the trust deed directing 
that after tho Queen's death he is to 
be given Washington Place, which Is 
tho Queen's residence un Beretanla 
street, and an annuity of $0,000 a year. 
Joseph Kaiponohea Aea, also the 
Queen's ward, and commonly supposed 
to bear a much closer relation to her, 
comes off much less to the good than 
Aimoku. He is to get the Queen's sea- 
side residence at Walkdti and an an- 
nuity of $],S0O a year. Curtis P. laukea, 
who for the past two years has been 
the business agent of Llluokalanl, is 
to get a good -sized slice of the estate. 
The Queen directs that after her death 
the trustee shall deed to him in fee a 
tract of about eight acres of very valu- 
able land at Waikiki. 

Though the trust deed is also, in 
effect, the Queen's will, It Is different 
from a will in that Its provisions are 
practically irrevocable. No change can 
be made except by consent of a ma- 
jority of tho trustees. Prince Cupid 
might be able to break a will which 
cut him off with nothing, but he can- 
not prevent tho Queen from disposing 
of her estate as she pleases while she 
is still alive. It was probably hi order 
to be sure of being able to leave the 
bulk of her property to John Ainioka 
and Joseph Aea that the Queen exe- 
cuted the deed of trust. 

The document contains the Informa- 
tion that in November of 11)08, Queen 
Llluokalanl borrowed no less than 
$70,000 from Claus Spreckels & Co., 
who now hold a mortgage on tho es- 
tate for that amount. 

In addition to the principal grants 
mentioned above. Liluokalanl provides 
liberally for her old retainers, servants 
and friends, and also makes provision 
for the orphan children of Hawaii. She 
directs that the balance of the income 
after her death, after other provisions 
have been complied with, shall be ex- 
ponded by the trustees In the founding 
of orphanages, especially for .orphan 
children of Hawaiian or .part Ha- 
waiian blond.

Beautifully berried holly is being 
shipped east this year in even larger 
Quantities than usual and judging by 
the indications, before New Year's is 
past the records will be broken. Own- 
ers of private grounds boasting the 
featal tree have been shearing . the 
branches for days past and the post- 
office clerks have handled hundreds 
of boxes consigned to almost all parts 
of the world. 

As usual the dealers will make a 
good deal of money from sales of the 
decorative sprigs this season., A very 
large supply has been shipped to San 
Francisco where most of the local sup- 
ply goes. Considerable of this is gath- 
ered by the dealers' agents from pri- 
vate grounds. One owner received $-10 
last week for the holly on a few trees 
on his property as It grew on tho tree 
and another owner got $45, this belns 
bought at the rate of 110 cents a pound. 
Holly is selling locally at G5 cents a. 
pound packed and ready for shipment. 
In San Francisco the" price runs as 
high as $1 a pound. 

Much of the holly this year is par- 
ticularly well covered with brilliant 
berries and the best of this Is bring- 
ing good prices and finding ready sale.

He feinted and made n 
motion to throw; the dog Jumping 
away, he whirled to follow It and threw 
but instead of the dog, the missile 
struck young Clarence Coldwell in the 
eye. The sharp corner of the stone | 
shaved off the front of the eye as by 
a knife. While young Begar ran away 
the unfortunate little victim staggered 
to his own home, where his father and 
mother applied hot compresses • und 
hurried the boy to the office of Dr. 
Proudfoot, Fort street. The physician 
rushed the boy to the hospital, where 
everything that the skilled specialist 
could do, was done. It was in vain, 
however, as iris and pupil were gone, 
and to save the sight of the other eye, 
the physician was compelled to remove 
thetri. The white portion of the eye 
alone remains. 

Begar attends tho Oak Bay hc* t*\ 
and boards at the Norwood, Oak Bay 
avenue. While the sad occurrence was 
the result of an accident, tho practice 
of throwing stones is said to have been 
a common one with Begar. Much sym- 
pathy for the little victim, who is an 
exceptionally bright little fellow, and 
for his parents was expressed when 
word of the accident was learned.

Tho difficulty is 
that the greater mileage of the new 
road would necessarily be In tho Yukon 
territory, and the advantage be all with 
Atlin — as a consequence of which the 
territorial council shows no special 
eagerness to build its part of the road. 
More Discoveries. 
Discoveries of very marked Impor- 
tance have this past season been made 
in the Rainy River district, the ore 
being a splendid bornite in large body. 
The new camp promises to rival — If 
not surpass — the Portland Canal dis- 
trict as a big quartz field, and In Dr. 
Young's opinion will bear watching as 
the scene, of marked activity and large 
profit in the near future.

OBJECT TO THE 



Queen's Avenue Water Lot Still 
Bone of Contention— Near- 
by Owners Will Fight 



That the provincial government will 
not give the city a transfer or lis fort- 
shore, rights in the queen's avenue 
water lot e once ruing which negotiations 
have been pending between the city 
and the Taylor Mill and Lemon Gonna- 
Bon Mill companies for the past live 
years or more, unless strictly for pub- 
lie purposes and that the city is under 
no obligation, moral or legal, to carry 
out the agreement entered into several 
years ago with the companies to exe- 
cute a lease of the lot when Its title 
was secured is the contention of a num- 
ber of property owners in the vicinity 
of the waterfront lot. 

Representative of the owners, John 
Dean, appeared before tho streets, 
bridges ami sewers committee of the 
city council lust night and wont fully 
into' the whole! matter. Armed with 
voluminous correspondence, plans, de- 
partmental letters, etc., Mr. Deuu traced 
the negotiations between the city and 
companies from tho very start conclud- 
ing with the assertion thut somewhere 
the city lias been misled as to its 
rights. 

The subject Is an old our in civic 
circles. Shortly sttited, some years ago 
the Lemon Gonnason company applied 
to the Dominion for a grant, of the fore- 
shore lot at the foot of Queen's avenue, 
lying directly west of Government 
street and between tho promises of the 
two milling companies. The city there- 
upon stepped in and after considerable 
negotiation it was agreed that it should 
apply to the government, secure title 
to tin; lot and then lease to tho com- 
pany for a period of ten years. The 
Lemon Gonnason company was also 
brought into the negotiations on the 
same basis. 

For Public Interest. 
The city went ahead, got title and 
then applied to the provincial govern- 
ment for the transfer of tho hitter's in- 
terests. This the provincial government 
readily consented to hut on one under- 
standing, that tho lot must bo used for 
public purposes solely. A year ago tho 
city solicitors were notified by tho gov- 



ernment that the grant, was ready for 
the city whenever the latter wanted it. 
Hut It appears from statements: made 
last night when Mr. Dean quoted from 
correspondence to that effect, that few, 
if any, of the aldermen were aware that 
the city, could get the grant. .They 
wore under the impression that some 
legal difficulties w^re holding tho mat- 
ter up. 

Prior to the application to the pro- 
vincial government a lease was pre- 
pared but not executed by tho : city 
which had in the meantime been advised 
that the provincial government interest 
must be secured. Then when it -was 
found that the property must ho used 
for public purposes another lease was 
drafted preserving public access to tho 
lot but the companies refused to accept 
it and;, finally a short 'time ago a still 
further modified lease. was drafted 
which the companies are now pressing 
the city to sign. 

It i.s against this step that the own- 
ers are objecting. They point out that 
this is the only available public site for 
a wharf, that tho property adjoining 
the mill premises Is warehouse property 
which would greatly benefit by a pub- 
lic wharf and to give the property to 
the mills would depress values besides 
Increasing fire risks as the lot would bo 
used for storage purposes by the mills, 
'fhe lot is so situated that a wharf 
would bo practically on the street level 
and by a liltlo dcrdging could bo mado 
most convenient to a section which will 
in future bo a large business one. 
Would Assist Industries. 
Mr. Dean read letters from the Vic- 
toria Brick company, Ilumber Brick 
company and James Halter, all heavy 
shippers of "brick, wdio at present hnvo 
to pay heavy wliarfago dues ns there 
i.s no public wharf and other concerns 
present and future would be similarly

Mr. Dean declared that the owners 
would tight any proposition to leaso tho 
lot to the mill companies and ho crit- 
icized the opinion of tho city bnrrlstor 
that the city was morally bound to exe- 
cute the lease. The city when it agreed 
to give the leaso did not have the right 
to do so nnd docs not yet own the lot 
until the provincial interest is secured. 

Considerable discussion arose over tho 
statements made by Mr. Dean and it 
was finally decided to instruct the city 
solicitors to secure tho grant from tho 
province.

There are too few people who can think 
In the presence of a crowd and the 
tendency of the school Is tv make the 
number fewer. In these days the writ- 
ten examination is almost the nolo 
test of a pupil's knowledge and there 
is a disposition to pass over lightly 
those studies which do not make for 
excellence In that form of work. But 
It Is more important to the average 
man, that lie shall be able to speak 
with readiness and force than that ho 
shall be able to express bis knowledge 
in a condensed form In writing. 

For both boys and girls, the taste 
for good and beautiful literature is the 
most valuable part of their common 
CChool education. This, tin; custom of 
holding closing exercises fosters. The 
herb of the hour Is the pupil who has 
made his own the thought of tile blas- 
ter and can express it so as to make 
the audience feel Its force and beauty. 
From the whole class those are se- 
lected who have this talent in the high- 
est degree. Those who have less taste 
and appreciation are stimulated and 
the whole tone of the school is raised. 

The songs and music rendered tend 
not only to the present happiness of 
the children but store their memories 
with material for future use. This is 
especially the case with the girls. 
There Is enough in every woman's life 
of the prosaic and she who in the rou- 
tine of her daily work finds the Words 
ami music of tin- songs learned at 
school welling up In her mind lias a 
resource which tends to break ' the 
monotony of the dullest life, it may 
be quite true that from an artistic 
point of view her music is at fault. But 
in so far as it is the spontaneous ex- 
pression of her feeling it is of the 
highest value. Tile closing exercises 
of tlie schools stand for what is beau- 
tiful and good In the teaching of ; lie 
schools. 'There la little danger that 
what is purely practical will be ne- 
glected and besides, men and women 
are more than mere machines 'whose 
Whole duty It Is to till a place in the. 
industrial world.

The world has 
not so many real teachers of religion 
In these days that people can afford 
to set up an age limit for the pulpit.

Misfortune lias befallen the Hun- 
garian partridges which were placed 
in the vicinity of Soolce harbor by A. 
E. Todd, one of Victoria's most en- 
thusiastic and energetic sportsmen. 
None of the band let loose there have 
been seen since and those who have 
been watching from day to day that 
they might be in a position to tell 
those responsible for the experiment 
tile condition of their proteges, are 
forced to the conclusion that they have 
perished miserably. 

What has caused the death of these 
hardy little strangers? It isn't the ex- 
ceedingly cold weather and it can't 
be that they wanted for the means of 
sustenance. The only explanation that 
lias been ventured Is that the coons 
which, unfortunately, abound In that 
district, have found them easy prey.

Distinguished Educationalist 
Defines Some Requirements 
of Ideal Location 



The question of the site of the pro- 
jected provincial university has been 
lost sight of by Victorians for some 
little tiune. The provincial govern- 
ment has taken the matter out of the 
field of controversy by announcing 
that the question would be left to a 
commission of Eastern educationalists. 

Dr. .1. L. Todd, the eminent authority 
on parasitology, and a native Vic- 
torian, at present upon the professorial 
staff of Macdonald College, Ste. 
Anne de Bollevue, has given the ques- 
tion more than a passing consideration 
however. He has not dwelt upon the 
counter attractions of rival cities, 
however, so much as the comparative 
advantage of a rural as opposed to an 
urban locality. He has already, 
through the columns of the Colonist, 
drawn the attention of British Colum- 
bians to the views of distinguished 
educationalists and men of letters up- 
on this point. To those ho now adds 
the opinion or Dr. C. W. Eliot, pos- 
sibly the highest authority upon uni- 
versity questions. Dr. Eliot, at a ripe 
old age, has just retired from tho pre- 
sidency of Harvard Unlversty. 

Dr. Todd's Letter. 

To the Editor: — Dear Sir— Now that 
the elections are over, British Colum- 
bians will have time to think of things 
less exciting than politics. Tho mo- 
ment seems an opportune one to recall 
the fact that in lsU7 by the University 
Endawment Act the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia set aside two million 
acres of land to provide for the estab- 
lishment of the University of British 
Columbia. Sineo British Columbia is 
determined to have a university it is 
necessary that a. site for it should be 
selected. 

Several letters which consider the 
question have already been publish- 
ed in British Columbian newspapers. 
Most of them have maintained that a 
modern university can best fulfil its 
functions if it is established on a 
rural, or a suburban site. 

I enclose a letter from Dr. C, W. 
Eliot, the much respected recent pres- 
ident of Harvard University. In it, 
he particularly insists upon the Im- 
portance of establishing and maintain- 
ing the university as a whole with a 
single site and he makes it evident 
that, In his opinion, the best site for 
a modern university is a suburban 
one,

Dr. Eliot's letter Is as follows: 
Dr. Eliot's Letter. 

Asticoti, Maine, 

June 21st, 1S09. 

Dear Sir, — I cannot too strongly urge 
that the contending claims of differ- 
ent municipalities ought to be very 
little regarded in selecting a site for 
the proposed university. We have in 
the United States numerous education- 
al institutions planted on. unsuitable 
sites, because the first authorities of 
the university yielded to strong repre- 
sentations of local claims, sometimes 
backed by pecuniary offers which 
seemed advantageous at the time, but 
subsequently proved to be really In- 
significant. Some of these mistakes 
have proved to be irreparable; while 
others have been remedied by very 
costly removals. 

Urban Versus Rural. 

There Is no doubt that a competent 
university can be well maintained 
either in a city or in tin; country. 
Europe has afforded for centuries 
many instances of the successful ur- 
ban university. The United States 
have successful universities carried 
on in cities large and small, and also 
successful universities planted in 
large estates in small, and also SUC- 
Buccesstul universities plantedin large 
estates in small towns and villages. 
In my opinion the most fortunate site 
for a university is a suburban site; 
so that tho university is conveniently 
near to the varied intellectual ami 
aesthetic resources of a great city, anil 
to the large cultivated society, and on 
the other hand, is sufficiently 
in the country to possess spacious, 
open grounds adapted to out-of-door 
sports, and to secure permanently 
abundant light and air, with trees, 
shrubs and ilovvers. Under present con- 
ditions in British Columbia, I should 
suppose that a sufficient estate for tin; 
iroposed university could be secured 
n the vicinity of some established town 
ir city, which promised in become great 
it-cause nf its natural advantages. For 
he site of tho university, the natural 
advantages would be good soil, good 
Iralnagc, fair prospects, and the 
neighborhood of a sheet or stream of 
water. It would lie, of course, unde- 
sirable to select any place which had 
a bad climate — that is a climate unusu- 
ally wet, dry or windy. 

Dormitories. 

The policy adopted about dormitories 
or dining halls need not determine the 
tuestlon of unban or rural .site; for 
these provisions, necessary in the 
ountry, are also desirable, in some 
measure, in an urban or suburban uni- 
versity. Some of the best urban and 
suburban universities in the United 
States now carry on dormitories and 
dining halls; and, on the other hand, 
some of tho best American universities, 
situated In tho country or in small 
towns which have grown up about 
them, have no dormitories, — as, for in- 
stance, the University of Michigan, the 
lirst, and for a long time, the best of 
the American State universities. In 
Harvard, university, about one-third of 
the students live In dormitories be- 
longing to tho Institution, a little more 
than one-third in dormitories which 
have ibeen erected by private per- 
sons as investments but are un- 
der the control of tho university; 
and the balance in private houses 
scattered about the city of Cambridge. 
My own opinion Is that the best kind 
of university life can be obtained only 
where tho 'students live together for 
years In buildings provided for their 



special use and controlled -by the uni- 
versity; but this principle does not 
ssttlo the question between an urban 
.id a rural site. 

Nature of Centro 

With regard to the nature of the 
town or city near which a university 
may advantageously be planted, soma 
considerations occur to me which 
might perhaps contribute 1 towards the 
wise selection of a university site in 
British Columbia. The town or city 
near which a university is planted 
ought not to be one of a single in- 
dustry, like mining, or any textile In- 
dustry, or smelting, or any of tho 
animal industries. It ought not to 
be a town of "operatives." It ought 
to bo a placo of numerous, varied in- 
dustries, Including tho distribution of 
varied supplies. It ought to be a 
place of numerous churches and 
schools of different kinds, and likely 
to have large and handsome residen- 
tial quarters. It ought to be a place 
where many well-to-do families are 
likely to live, and where good literary, 
scientific and professional activities 
are likely to abound. 

Medical Faculty 

In a university which Is to teach 
medicine and dentistry there will 
be need of hospitals and in- 
firmaries under the control of 
the university Itself; but this 
fact does not necessarily determine the 
question between a rural or an urban 
site. A university built up In the coun- 
try ought to have a hospital and in- 
firmary by its side, as one of its teach- 
ing resources, and one of its means of 
conferring direct benefits en the pub- 
lic. A university hospital, properly 
equipped, would be resorted to from a 
large area of country, particularly If 
university and hospital alike were un- 
der the ultimate direction of tho state 
or province. For medical and dental 
purposes, however, the urban site is 
tho best; because an out-patient de- 
partment can then lie carried on by 
the university, as well as a hospital 
proper. The separation in space of the 
medical department ol the university 
or one half of it. from the university 
itself, is a possible method for a uni- 
versity planted in the country, but tills 
method— though often adopted in the 
United Slates by institutions of good 
repute — is an inferior one witli regard 
to the teaching of medicine, and also 
in respect to a true university organ- 
ization. 

A law school can lie advantageously 
carried on cither in city or country; 
for its professors may best be m>#, 
chiefly devoted to teaching, and its 
only equipment consists of a •library 
and a reading room. 

Engineering Requirements. 

As to a school of engineering', it is 
very easy to exaggerate the equipment 
of such a school in shops and ma- 
chinery; but tills exaggeration 
may happen either in city or 
country, and indeed, has happened in 
the United States in schools of very 
different situations! with regard to 
surrounding population. Students of 
engineering, mining and forestry, ul- 
timately have to travel In order to 
see an adequate variety of equip-; 
ments in actual operation for profit, 
and it will make little difference 
whether they start on their travels 
from an urban or a rural site. 

Finally, I venture to suggest that 
it is a great object to establish and 
maintain a whole university on a. 
single site. Good professional schools 
have a strong beneficial influence on 
other departments of a sound univer- 
sity, and on the. other hand, the un- 
dergraduate departments of a well- 
conducted university affect very fa- 
forably the professional schools, Phil- 
osophically considered, a -university 
is one organic structure, and it is a 
gTfysvt injury to it to have Its parts 
■scattered in different [daces. The 
concentration of the whole university 
In one place affects very favorably 
the social quality of the university, 
both for teachers and students, and 
makes it more probable that a varied, 
refined society will grow up about 
the university, wherein good examples 
of manners, morals, and public spirit 
will abound. Sincerely yours

OTTAWA, Dec. 17.— Sir Wilfrid 
Luurier today elected to sit for Que- 
bec East. In the general elections of 
1008 tho Premier was a candidate in 
both his old constituency and that of 
Ottawa. The protest against him was 
disposed of in June last, but Sir Wil- 
frid sat tight until today, when ho an- 
nounced his intention to sit for Que- 
bec East. The speaker also, announced 
that ho had issued the customary war- 
rant to the clerk of the crown In chan- 
cery to Issue a new writ for Ottawa, 
but when asked when the byo-election 
in Ottawa would bo held Sir Wilfrid 
answered that the date- had not been 
fixed. 

Tho debate on tho budget again 
went on after routine preliminaries 
were disposed of, but was not finished, 
the House adjourning until January 
Li. The first to take up the cudgels 
for the government was Mr. Sinclair, of 
Guysboro, who yre.tsu.J Mr. Fielding 
and rendered thanks to providence 
that since ISOti a Liberal government 
had been in power. Ho defended tho 
system of erection of public buildings 
in Liberal constituencies on the ground 
that the government, as well as tho 
Almighty should lie mindful of its own. 

Then followed Major .). A. Currle, of 
North Slmcoe. Major Currio came in 
with this Parliament, and this was his 
first long speech. For upwards of 
thrco hours he criticized the govern- 
ment. He especially dilated upon "the 
checker board" tariff, with its three 
columns of figures, which he Hald 
showed the government was afraid to 
come out with a definite stand. Major 
Carrie got Into some amusing inter- 
changes with government supporters. 
He charged the government with us- 
ing their fiscal weapon to support their 
own political friends, and those who 
were .not so affiliated got scant shrift. 

Mr. Fielding asked for an instance 
of this preferential treatment. Major 
Currle came hack with the case of tho 
tariff last year respecting the beet 
sugar industry, which he said was 
framed to assist the Wallaceburg fac- 
tory, of which the present member for 
that riding, D. A. Gordon, was a di- 
rector. 

This brought Mr. Gordon to his feet, 
Indignantly denying this charge. Other 
sugar concerns were also benefited by 
the change, ho said. Major Currio 
dwelt exhaustively witli the book- 
keeping methods of the government, 
especially tho expenditures on capital 
account, which he claimed were not 
such in the true sense of the word, as 
they did not conslstute real permanent 
assets of the country. They had added 
on capital account since 1806, $172,301,- 
000, and yet since confederation the 
total of capital expenditures was 
$372,536,00Q, The. I Conservatives had 
in their term of office built the C. P. It., 
.Intercolonial anil St. Lawrence canals 
and other lasting and permanent 
works, but the present government had 
frittered away the money of the coun- 
try on enterprises which were not last- 
ing. Major Currle dwelt, at length on 
the subject of trade. He had some ex- 
cellent bantering with the leaders on 
thi' treasury benches. Major Currle 
pointed to tile front presented by the 
treasury benches. There was the pre- 
mier who was "a free trader" as In 
Britain. Does the premier deny that? 
asked Major Currle, and Sir Wilfrid, 
with nodding head, intimated that lie 
did not. deny it. Then there was Mr. 
Fielding, who was a firm apostle of tho 
creed of "tariff for revenue only" and 
as for Mr. Paterson, Major Currle de- 
clared his whole alui in life seemed to 
be to put on as many preventive offi-

Allan Liner Tunisian Takes Broom 
From Newer Ships For Liver- 
pool-Halifax Run. 



HALIFAX, Dec. 17.— Breaking all the 
old time records between Liverpool and 
Halifax, and beating out tho time made 
by the turblner Victorian and other 
steamers to this port this season, the 
Tunisian, the one time queen of the 
Atlantic fleet .steamed into port at 
Ih.'SO this afternoon. The Tunisian is 
the Christmas boat, and has a large 
number of passengers, the majority of 
whom are destined for tin; western 
provinces. The Tunisian also lias the 
largest mall ever landed In Halifax, 
consisting of four thousand packages. 
She has seven hundred and eighty 
packages of express and 1,150 tons of 
cargo. 

The Tunisian sailed from . Liverpool 
at eight o'clock last Friday night, and 
the following were her runs: Saturday. 
251; Sunday, 350; Monday, 845; Tues- 
day, 343; Wednesday, 357; Thursday, 
373; Friday, 378, to Halifax. 44. 

There was gloom on board the ship, 
despite all her record-breaking, as 
"Nigger," the big black cat, died on the 
voyage out. For nine years, "Nigger" 
lias been In the Allan service. He was 
on tile old Bavarian, and when that 
steamer was wrecked he. was rescued 
and transferred to the Tunisian, where 
he has remained ever since. Tho body 
was wrapped up In a canvas bag and 
conveyed to the deep.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17,— Fortune gave 
the Zelaya family another proa this 
afternoon, when a jury awarded Miss 
Juliet Hero $2,000 damages against 
Dr. Annlbal Zelaya for breach of 
promise. "It might as well have been 
$5,000." said the relative of the Nlc- 
araguan dictator when he heard the 
verdict. "I have no money and can't 
pay."

Miss Hero 
sued for $100,000. alleging that Zelaya 
promised to marry her while n medical 
student here. Two years ago, how- 
ever, his courtship waned.

WASHINGTON, Doc. 17.— Charges 
of corruption made against 'members 
of Congress and of the subsidizing of 
newspapers for and against the ship

1908. The King's medal is one of only 
three or four in existence, and Is con- 
ferred only in rare cases.

The Portland Canal Mining Co. 

The second annual general meeting 
of the shareholders of tho Portland 
Caniil Jllnlng Co., Ltd., took place at 
Duncans last Saturday, and a full re- 
port of the proceedings has just been 
published! It makes very interesting 
and encouraging reading, and, in view 
of the fact that' a large number of resi- 
dents, both In Victoria, and Vancouver, 
are financially interested to a very 
large extent in the' success of this com- 
pany and of the district where, it is sit- 
uated, a brief review of the contents 
.if the report may not be out of place 
in these columns. 

Tho Directors' Report, read at the 
meeting by Mr. C. II. Dickie, the presi- 
dent, referred to the fact that during 
tho current year negotiations had been 
entered into with a firm of underwrit- 
ers, as a result of which tho sum of 
$100,000 was secured (o the company 
in return for a block of the company's 
shares. This capital was required for, 
and Is at present being used, in the In- 
stallations of a concentrator, an aerial 
tramway, water power plant, and for 
general purposes of the company. All 
these objects are now well under way 
towards being accomplished; the con- 
centrator and power plant being far ad- 
vanced in construction and likely to bo 
completed at an early date If the snow- 
fall is not excessive. The report re- 
ferred at this point to the unsatisfac- 
tory climatic conditions which prevailed 
during the past season, and but for 
which the plant would probably have 
been completely finished by this time. 
The concentrator, when completed, is 
erected to mill about a hundred tons 
every twenty-four hours. Tho tram- 
way is now about completed and will 
bo S.G00 feet In length and bring the 
ore from tho mine at an altitude of 
2,100 feet to the concentrator in- Bear 
Itlver valley. Its capacity will be 200 
tons overy twenty-four hours, and It 
will be utU'zed In addition to convey 
all supplies from the mill to the mine. 

Reforence Is also made In tho report 
to the magnificent water power pos- 
sessed by the company, which Is not 
only sufficient for its present opera- 
tions, but will be ample for till require- 
ments when tho capacity of the con- 
centrator ir, multiplied, which is likely 
to be the case at an early date. Tho 
water Is brought a distance of 1,100 
feet from a waterfall to the mill, and 
has an effective liend of 100 feet. 

Turning to tho Interesting question 
of the development of the mine Itself, 
and tho showing of the ore bodies, the 
report states that No. 1 tunnel has been 
advanced to a total length of ISO feet, 
with 3") feet of cfosscutt ing, which. 
With the exception of a few feet, whero 
purely local distorted conditions: pre- 
vailed, can he said to he all In good ore. 
No. 'X tunnel Is 124 feet in length, and 
Is also all in good ore, with tlie excep- 
tion of a few feet of low grudo con- 



centrating oro. No. 3 tunnel has been 
been advanced to 11 total distance of 300 
feet, and a raise and crosscut connect- 
ing Nos, 2 and 3 tunnels has been com- 
pleted. At 280 feet from the portal of 
No. .'! tunnel a splendid body of ore 
was encountered, the development of 
Which will bo vigorously prosecuted 
this winter. This 010 body is the down- 
ward continuation of that disclosed In 
Nos. 1 and 2 tunnels, and carries tho 
same or better value, native silver and 
argoritlto being fully as conspicuous us 
in Nos. 1 and 2 tunnels. 

Before moving tho adoption of tho 
balance sheet, tho president made an in- 
teresting address to the assembled 
shareholders, in which ho reviewed at 
some length the extended negotiations 
which finally resulted in securing the 
requisite capital for the opening up of 
this magnificont property, and men- 
tioned the good result which the tme- 
cessfu) outcome of these negotiations, 
and the energetic operations undertaken 
its a consequence thereof, had hod on 
(the stock. 

While the president's remarks are too 
lengthy for extended quotation in these

tho permanenco of the now existing 
values in depth, and for tho probability 
of encountering bonanzas or extremely 
rich chambers of on? In places In tlie 
vein whero conditions have been unusu- 
ally favorable for such occurrence. 
After getting several feet into the ledge 
galena and argentlto came In, and the 
ore. a sample of which assayed in goid 
$31 and silver $54 to tho (on, wns just 
as strong, or stronger than in our upper 
workings, and the ledge had been proved 
thirteen feet thick with the hanging 
wall not yet in sight, when I left camp." 

No more satisfactory evidence could 
be asked for regarding the important 
question of tlie value and permanence 
of more bodies at depth In a property, 
than is conveyed in theso statements. 
They are of additional importance, in 
thnt they not only prove beyond all 
shadow of a doubt tho high value of 
tho holdings of the Portland Canal Min- 
ing company Itself, hut rende. - It a 



practical certainty, barring unforeseen 
and Individual geological occurrences, 
that the same gratifying conditions of 
value and permanence obtain In every 
ore-bearing property throughout tho 
district. 

This report should be carefully read, 
not merely by those financially Inter- 
ested In tho Portland Canal Mining Co., 
or in the district whero that company's 
properties arc situated, but also by 
every man capable of appreciating what 
an enormous difference a high-grade 
ore-producing camp such us this prom- 
ises to bo is going to make to financial 
and industrlnl conditions on tho coast 
of British Columbia. It is, perhaps, 
early days to prophecy, but a prominent 
American mining man, speaking to the 
writer regarding this district a few 
weeks ago, expressed his opinion that, 
before three years havo elapsed, tho 
output of tho mining district of Port- 
land Canal would rlvul that of Butte, 
Montana.

Neverthe- 
less, 1 for the period mentioned, it is 
shown that 113 American mines and 
metallurgical works havo paid dividends 
aggregating $55,398,429. And it is evi- 
denced further that theso returns aro 
not of a sporadic nature by tho fact 
that these same mines and works have 
to their credit "since incorporation the 
magnificent total of $599,290,7 10 paid in 
dividends upon an Issued capitalization 
of $500,288,825. In other words a re- 
turn of 107 per cent, on the total In- 
vestment.

also given, all, but two of Uiem operat- 
ing in tho Cobalt camp, it. is shown that 
they havo this year paid $0,120,188 to 
their shareholders, making tholr total 
dividends since their organization a 
very few years ago amount to $11,101,- 
077. Nlplsslng maintains the lead with 
$1,350,000 in dividends to its credit for 
the year, with a total of $3,300,000. 
Crown Point is second for the year with

ENGLISHMEN IN CANADA 



Lord Northcliffe Says Ho Found Preju- 
dice and. Offers Some Explan- 
ations. 



LONDON, Dee. 17.— A lengthy In- 
terview with Lord Northcliffe appears 
in Illustrated Canada today. Ills lord- 
ship says thn.t mi his recent, visit to 
Canada he found a distinct prejudice 
against Englishmen in the Dominion, 
duo almost entirely to the fact that 
England In the last twenty years lias 
made Canada the (lumping ground for 
surplus Cockneys. The prejudice, ho 
says, deters a great many people from 
going to Canada to reside and invest 



there. The fault, he added, was a. lit- 
tle on the side of the Canadian Immi- 
gration authorities. He had found men 
from tin.' hop and fruit growing dis- 
tricts of Kent 'and Worcestershire on 
the prairies. Their knowledge would 
have been invaluable to British Co- 
lumbia. The American Immigration 
authorities were much wiser, ho said. 
They put the right men in the right 
places. 

Regarding naval defence, Lord 
Northcliffe did not believe that the av- 
erage Canadian knows anything about 
tho dangers to his overseas trade. 
Hundreds and thousands in Canada 
have never seen the sea at all, and are 
never likely to. 

"1 found .people In Vancouver who 



had seen warships, and those in the 
Maritime provinces, anxious, but the 
far! that (he whole of Canada's ex- 
port, overseas trade could be held up 
by one or two modern crulsr^ is quite 
unknown to the people who are ex- 
tremely busy getting their country Into 
shape for residence and trade." 

Regarding his criticisms of Cana- 
da's Btnte- owned railway, Cord North- 
cliffe said iio had received scores of 
letters thanking him for his plain 
English.

A record nriee was obtained for the 
sealskins of the world's catch at the 
annual sales lield yesterday at Lon- 
don, Eng., by C. Mi Lampoon & Sons. 
The average price wns over $2S, and 
many skins of the catch of the Vic- 
toria, pelagic sealers brought slightly 
over £ ^approximately $30. The skins 
taken In the Indian ocean and off Cape 
Horn brought even higher prices than 
the catches of the Victoria and Japan- 
ese sealers in the North Pacific and 
Bering Sea and those clubbed on the 
Pribyloff island rookeries by the North 
American Commercial Company lessees 
of the rookeries. The South 'Sea skins 
brought an average price of $3-1. The 
prices realized for the Northwest 
Coast catch, including the Victoria 
and Japanese catches in Bering Sea 
and the North Pnclfic and the 14,350 
taken off the islands brought 30 per 
cent more than last year, and more 
than was paid at any sale, while the 
South Sea skins sold for 15 per cent 
more than last year. The highest price 
heretofore paid for sealskins were ob- 
tained In 1005 when, owing to the 
Russo-Japanese war there were few 
lots from JaiKin and Russia. Then an 
average? of $24.50 was obtained for 
northwest coast skins. In the follow- 
ing year the price went down to $21.50 
and last year was about $22. ' 

The amount offered yearly, though, 
is gradually dwindling, and the price 
has advanced until a record was paid 
yesterday by the fur dealers of the 
world, from the marts of Paris to the 
bazaars of NIshnl-Novgorqd, who as- 
semble yearly at London for, the seal- 
skin sales of Lampson & Sons. 

The World's Catch. 

The total number of skins sold yes- 
terday totalled 30,93«, the lots com- 
prising 14,350 skins clubbed., by the 
Aleuts ot the North American Com- 
mercial Company on the " rookeries of 
St. Paul atld George In Bering sea, on 
each of which a royalty of $10. 22'^ is 
paid to the United Suites government; 
14.000 skins taken by the pelagic seal- 
ers of the five schooners which hailed 
from Victoria and the thirty-live 
schooners from the ports of Japan; 
2.0SC skins taken by the Beatrice L. 
Oorkum and Agnes G. Donahue in the 
Southern Indian ocean near the Marion 
and Crozot islands; 500 taken by the 
Cape Horn settlers off Argentine and 
Uruguay. The catch taken by the 
Russian company on the Commander- 
ofski islands and the Loboa Island 
catch comprising about 5,000 skins will 
he sold in March. It was feared some 
of the local skins would not reach the 
market In time, the catches of the 
Vera and Thomas F. Bayard having 
left New York as late as December 
1st on the steamer Oceanic. They, 
with all other skins offered, were eag- 
erly bought in. 

Women May Walk Gay. 

The total supply of sealskin sacques 
that "women may walk gay" this year 
will be under 100,000. Tin-re was it 
good demand by the furriers of Lon- 
don, Paris, Germany and Russia, who 
form the biggest buyers when the auc- 
tioneer of Lampson it Co. offered the 
various lots for sale. The total sent 
from Victoria was M.552 kins, as well 
as a number of sea-otter skins, which 
brought good prices, ranging from 
$250 up, one or two bringing as much

Keel Laid For First of Three 
Twin-Screw Freighters of 
13,000 Tons 



Following tlie completion of the 
Protesilaus, just completed for tlie 
round-the-world service from Liver- 
pool to this port of the Blue Funnel 
line. Alfred Holt & Co. have laid the 
keel of another large steamer, the first 
of three twin-screw sister vessels, 
each of 13,000 tons register and with 
passenger accommodation for this 
service. The new steamers are to be 
similar In type to the Protesilaus, 
which vessel is to leave Birkenhead 
next month for Victoria. The new- 
vessel is being constructed at New- 
castle-on-Tyne, and when completed 
will be one of the finest of freight car- 
riers on the trans-Pacific run.

The third set, as yet, Is composed of 
but one vessel, the Protesilaus, which 
will reach the Sound about the begin- 
ning of March. The keel now laid 
marks the beginning of tlie second ves- 
sel of tlie third set, and three others 
are now being contracted for, The 
The steamer now building and the 
three to follow will reach the Pacific 
coast in January ot lyii.

From Acapulco the Erna brought 
I news that disgusted with the tedious 
I life at sea, experienced by them on the 
British ship Buteshire, the greater part 
of the ship's complement of sailors 
I signified their unwillingness to remain 
with the vessel after her arrival at 
Acapulco. Fourteen seamen who will 
fill tho vacancies on board the Bute- 
shire have been despatched from San 
Francisco on the Puciflc Mail steamer 
Peru. On tholr arrival at Acapulco it 
Is understood the Buteshire will make 
another attempt to reach the Columbia 
River. 

The Buteshire, now tit Acapulco, lias 
had one of tho most remarkable ma- 
rine experiences on record. Last March 
tlie vessel sailed from Panama for Cal- 
lao. From the first she was besot by 
calms and contrary winds and she was 
further handicapped by having a foul 
bottom. She finally drifted back to 
Panama. She next received orders to 
proceed to the Columbia River, hut 
after sailing from Panama met tlie 
same conditions as on her previous 
voyage. For weeks the vessel struggled 
against her luck but without success, 
and after being out for many weeks 
and becoming short of provisions she 
finally made lor Acapulco. The vessel 
was out from Panama 121 days when 
she finally put In at Acapulco and 
fears had bocn expressed in marine 
circles that she had met wilh disaster. 

While docking at San Francisco the 
Erna scraped the side of tlie steamer 
Mackinaw, but neither vessel was seri- 
ously damaged.

PENNY POSTAGE 

Hon. Mr. Lemieux Sees Possibility of 
General Adoption Because of 
Berne Convention 

MONTREAL, Dec. 1 7.— Postmaster- 
General Lemieux passed through the 
city today on his way to Ottawa from 
London, England. Regarding the 
Berne postal convention,, at which he 
represented Canada, Mr. Lemieux. said 
it was a great success. Representa- 
tives of all parts of tin. British Em- 
pire were there and they, with rep- 
resentatives of France. Including the 
president ot the republic, took a lead- 
ing pari in the discussion. 

The principal subject under discus- 
sion was universal penny postage. At 
present it is only between different 
parts of the British Empire and be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States that penny postage prevails. 

Delegates al the convention were 
most anxious 10 hear about the sys- 
tem, and various British representa- 
tives explainer 1 it at considerable 
length, showing how it affected vari- 
ous countries and what great advan- 
tages accrued from it. 

Altogether, sixty countries were rep- 
resented, and .Mr. Lemieux thinks 
from the way in which the idea of 
penny postage was received, and from 
the general sentiment in favor of it 
that was expressed, that penny post- 
age will soon be universally adopted. 
.Mr. Lemieux had nothing to say on 
the subject of cheaper cable rates.

CITY ENGINEER 
RESIGNS OFFICE 



After Eleven Years With Vic- 
toria, C, H, Topp Quits the 
City's Service 



City Engineer C. II. Topp has re- 
signed Jils position. This stop, which 
was not wholly' unexpected by some 
of the council friends of that official 
cume as a surprise to others. 

At last night's special meeting the 
city engineer tendered his resigna- 
tion which was accepted to take ef- 
fect on January 1 next biit at the re-j 
quest of the board Mr. Topp consent- 
ed to give the city the benefit or his 
knowledge of conditions in his depart- 
ment until such time as a successor 
has been appointed. 

Incidentally Mr. Topp, in speaking 
of his eleven years ut service with 
the corporation referred in no uncer- 
tain tones to the dificultles which 
have been thrown in his way by the 
luck of system, due not to any fault 
of his own, for he has repeatedly en- 
deavored to have changes made by 
this and previous bodies, but to tho 
interference of some aldermen who, 
in urging that works be done in their 
own wards, practically forced hlin to 
carry out details without any general 
system which would have provided 
for a comprehensive scheme. Funds 
were year after year voted altogeth- 
er too small in amount to permit of 
satisfactory work and when the rate- 
payers objected to apparent luck ' of 
results the convenient method of 
blaming the engineer was almost al- 
ways resorted to. 

Better Than City Job. 

-Air. Topp's resignation was convey- 
ed In a short communication In Which 
lie merely announced his Intention of 
quitting the city's service. Tho reas- 
on of giving such short notice was 
because he lias accepted a position 
which will be much better than that 
which he now ocupics or could ever 
hope to have with the city. 

Alderman McKeown, in moving 
that the resignation be accepted, .stat- 
ed that he was sorry to sloe Mr. Topp 
Leave the city's service but he was 
gl.'iul that that oficial has secured a 
better position ."' ' 

Alderman Turner, as chairman of 
tlie streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee, declared he had had much to' 
do with Mr. Topp during the past 
year and had always found him ready- 
to do his very best In the interests 
of the city. There had been much 
criticism of Mr. Topp and most of 
it was wholly uncalled for. He ask- 
ed Mr. "Topp to give tho city tho 
benefit of his assistance -until the 
new engineer is appointed, a request 
which Mr. Topp gladly mot. 

Alderman Mable, also ? took - occas- 
ion, to express his regret at the en- 
gineer's departure, at the same time 
declaring that to listen to outsiders 
one -would suppose the engineer did 
not • know his work. It was doubt- 
tcss true that the councils should have 
given more money but one thing is 
certain Mr. Topp was called upon 
very often to do three men's work and 
it was seldom lie was given credit. 
A Thankless Job. 

Alderman Stiewart believed that 
the job pi city engineer in t'u!o past 
hasb eon a most thankless one and Mr. 
Topp lias very often not had suf- 
ficient funds at his disposal but the 
fact was that he was con- 
tinually beinii "jumped on morn- 
ing, and night." It was a ease 
of "lots of good engineers about the 
stricet corners and cigar stands." Al- 
derman McKeown declared that in his 
twenty-six years experience in Vic- 
toria he had never seen a city engl- 
nejer who was not being continually 
criticized by outsiders. 

Alter referring to his eleven years 
service with the city Mr. Topp stal- 
led that now that his resignation was 
in he would lik;e to say a few words. 
Although many of the members of the 
board had treated him most kindly- 
lie was certain that they did not 
really know tlve great difficulties un- 
der which he had been forced to work, 
under the present system and cer- 
tainly the public does not appreciate 
them In the slightest. It Is an im- 
possibility under the present system 
of running the business of the city 
to securto any satisfactory method. As 
he had frequently pointed out the 
work should be properly mapped out 
the beginning, taking first the 
main thoroughfares in ord'er accord- 
ing to the traffic. Instead of this by- 
laws are nhsscd without any unifor- 
mity in carrying .nil. the work and 
certain aldermen Insist on the work 
being started, perhaps, in Spring 
Ridge, James Bay or lelsewhere. Con- 
sequently the< workmen* are forced to 
muvio back and forth before any 
single job is finished all of which, lii 
the .eyes of the public, is lack of 
system and the blame, of course, al- 
ways falls upon the shoulders of the 
engineer. At other tinVes work Is 
passed, if funds arc nut available, by 
voting an Insufficient amount to 
properly complete the job. 

Not Sufficient Funds. 

"We all know the streets ai'c in 
bad condition" stated Engineer Topp 
"but how could they be otherwise 
where there are not sufficient Hindu 
to even keep the crossings 'clean to 
say nothing of paying for material 
and the cost of keeping a gang of men 
constantly at work maintaining the 
streets in all parts of the city. Not- 
withstanding this, the press, the pub- 
lic and some of tho aldermen con- 
cludo that th;e entire blame must be 
placed upon the engineer. 

"Gentlemen, I tell you candidly that 
after working almost without a holi- 
day for eleven years, and getting lit- 
tle but complaint and abuslc for 
troubles, for which I have not by 
any means been responsible. 1 11111 
heartily sick of the whole business 
and do not intend to devote any more 
of my life to such n. thankless task. 
1 Hope, when my successor is appoint- 
ed his Duties iUylaw will be amended 
so that he will bo given absolute 
control over his subordinates and not 
continually be questioned as to his 
dealings with those under him." 

Following Mr. Topp's statement the 
council decided that the question of 
the appointment of his successor 
should lie considered at Monday 
night's melding. Alderman Turner 
believed that the present council, 
which will go out or office so soon, 
possessed no moral right, If It' haa 
a legal right, to appoint Mr. Topp's 
successor. It woud be .better to ap- 
point Assistant City Engineer 'Dry- 
son, acting lenglhecr, in the Wic up- 
time and leave tin- permu nei/t ap- 
pointment to the incoming counicil,

NEW YORK, Doc. 17. — A state of 
neglect such as the stock market fell 
into today Is sometimes ascribed to 
"holiday dullness." It was not entirely 
free today from a feeling of disquiet 
as being duo, possibly, to some un- 
favorable factors underlying the sit- 
uation. Tho continued strength of tho 
forplgrn exchange market attracted re- 
mark and kept attention on the possi- 
bility of gold exports. Additional gold 
was engaged for shipment to South 
America next week on London ac- 
count, but large interest centred in 
the question of shipments to London 
direct. 

Allowing for tho week's export ot 
a million dollars in gold, the New York 
banks have gathered, apparently from 
the interior and from the sub -treas- 
ury, upwards of ?7,S0O,0O0. Consid- 
erable margin is thus provided for 
changes in the loan Item without un- 
favorable effect on the surplus. 

The effect of the increase in the 
L. & N. dividend proved more stimu- 
lating than did tho Reading increase. 
Not only did that stock itself ad- 
vance, but Atlantic Coast Line bene- 
fited from its holdings of a majority 
of tho L. & N. stock, while Us col- 
lateral bonds, issued against that 
slock, jumped a full ten points on 
enormous dealings to a record price 
above par.

Settlers ape daily pur- 
chasing from the Indians coal that 
they have mined.
